Swinton  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1956. 
This  will  include  the  last  annual  report  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector, 
Mr.  E.  Adams. 

Mr.  Adams  was  appointed  in  1921.  In  that  year  your  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  Dr.  S.  O.  Hatherley,  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  206  of 
the  houses  in  the  district  were  back  to  back.  These  have  long  since  been 
cleared  and  replaced  by  modern  dwellings.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was 
109  per  1,000  births,  this  year  the  rate  is  39  per  1,000  births — a  high  rate 
for  Swinton  but  a  great  improvement  on  1921.  Last  years  rate  was 
exceptionally  low,  10  per  1,000.  In  1921  serious  infectious  disease  was 
common — there  were  6  cases  of  Diphtheria,  6  of  Typhoid  Fever,  9 
Ophthalmia  of  the  newborn  and  no  less  than  33  fresh  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis.  Last  year  there  was  no  diphtheria,  no  ophthalmia,  no 
typhoid  fever  and  only  4  fresh  notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

In  1921  the  water  supply  was  restricted  due  to  drought  and  there 
was  grave  concern  about  pollution.  The  milk  supply  was  inadequate 
and  cattle  were  inspected  for  Tuberculosis  once  a  year  only  and  raw  milk 
was  sold  everywhere.  Dr.  Hatherley  remarked  “It  is  possible  that 
cows  suffering  from  advanced  tuberculosis  may  be  milked  for  months 
before  being  seen  by  your  Veterinary  Surgeon.”  Now  all  the  district 
enjoys  a  pure  soft  water  supply  from  the  Sheffield  Area,  and  it  is  an 
offence  to  sell  cows  milk  unless  Tuberculin  Tested,  pasteurised  or 
sterilised,  thereby  eliminating  a  common  source  of  tuberculous  infection 
at  the  source. 
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At  that  time  there  were  745  wet  ashpits,  161  dry  ashpits,  1,576 
privies  and  27  waste  water  closets,  740  W.C’s,  and  297  Sanitary  Dust 
bins.  In  1956  8  privies  and  5  ashpits  remain,  the  waste  water  closets 
have  gone,  there  are  4,055  Sanitary  Dust  bins  and  5,003  water  closets. 
Since  1934,  692  houses  have  been  demolished,  only  six  being  excluded 
by  the  Ministry  following  inspection. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  department  in  the  last  37  years  I  had 
omitted  to  mention  that  the  Isolation  Hospital  became  a  Hospital  for 
Chest  Diseases  four  years  ago  owing  to  the  decline  of  severe  infectious 
disease. 

Mr.  Adams  has  most  efficiently  interpreted  the  policy  of  the  Council 
in  these  matters  and  his  work  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  health  of 
the  district  as  the  above  progress  report  abundantly  testifies.

Only  1  of  the  above  deaths  can  be  regarded  with  present  knowledge 
as  an  avoidable  death.  No  less  than  five  of  the  infants  were  premature 
births  and  this  was  a  factor  in  the  death  of  three.  No.  5  and  6  were  twin 
births.  Prematurity  can  be  prevented  to  some  degree  by  adequate  ante¬ 
natal  care  throughout  pregnancy.  It  is  more  common  in  multiple  births 
and  in  cases  of  defective  nourishment  and  ill  health  of  the  mother. 


Section  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 


Hospital  Services. 

There  have  been  no  major  alterations  in  the  services.  There  is  great 
difficulty  and  consequent  delay  in  securing  admission  of  chronic  sick 
elderly  patients  to  suitable  hospitals.  The  delay  is  longest  in  the  case 
of  female  patients  and  in  my  opinion  this  difficulty  is  not  due  to  lack  of 
home  helps  or  home  nurses  as  all  of  these  cases  will  be  in  receipt  of  both 
services — some  having  had  home  helps  for  periods  of  more  than  two 
years,  it  would  seem  that  accommodation  is  not  adequate  particularly 
for  female  cases.  The  demand  for  admission  is  greatest  in  winter  or 
spring.  Accommodation  for  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  adequate 
and  there  is  no  delay  in  obtaining  hospital  treatment. 

The  demand  for  admission  to  hospital  for  confinement  varies  from 
time  to  time.  There  is  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  accommodation  for 
cases  that  must  be  admitted  for  medical  reasons.  Sometimes  there  is 
difficulty  in  obtaining  beds  for  cases  requiring  hospital  confinement  for 
social  reasons,  i.e.,  overcrowding,  bad  housing,  both  factors  which  local 
authorities  can  remedy  by  building  houses  and  clearing  unfit  property. 

County  Ambulance  Service. 

The  service  is  operated  by  six  vehicles  based  at  Dunford  House. 
The  Depot  Superintendent  is  Mr.  F.  Hyde,  Wath-on-Dearne  2234.  All 
drivers  are  instructed  in  First  Aid  and  a  wide  range  of  first  aid  equipment 
is  carried.  One  vehicle  is  equipped  with  wireless.

There  was  a  very  low  incidence  of  infectious  disease,  the  commonest 
being  Scarlet  Fever.  This  proved  to  be  a  very  mild  outbreak,  quite  unlike 
the  severe  illness  of  30  years  ago.  In  cases  of  food  handlers  or  milk  dealers 
special  precautions  are  still  essential.  In  mild  cases  home  isolation  is 
effective  provided  the  parents  are  sensible  enough  to  enforce  it.

Tuberculosis. 

There  were  only  four  fresh  notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
These  cases  are  visited  at  home  by  the  Health  Visitors  since  Nurse  Dodds, 
who  was  a  full  time  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor,  retired  in  October. 
Nurse  Ellis,  one  of  our  Health  Visitors,  attends  at  the  Chest  Clinic  to 
maintain  a  link  between  the  Local  Authority  Service  and  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  Tracing  contacts  and  persuading  them  to  have  medical 
investigation  is  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors.  Extra  nourishment 
can  be  supplied  to  active  cases  by  the  W.R.C.C.  Grants  exist  for  needy 
cases  from  the  National  Assistance  Board.  In  addition  to  this,  grants 
can  be  made  by  the  Chest  Physician  from  an  After-Care  Voluntary  Fund 
to  which  the  County  Council  make  a  contribution. 

Disinfectant  and  sputum  containers  are  issued  free  from  Dunford 
House.  The  great  majority  of  patients  owing  to  early  diagnosis  and  modern 
methods  of  treatment  do  not  require  sputum  containers. 

Section  47.  National  Assistance  Act. 

This  provides  for  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in 
need  of  care  and  attention  provided  that  all  other  conditions  of  the  section 
are  fulfilled.  No  action  was  taken  under  this  section  in  1956. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area  and  Housing. 

Sewage  Works.- — Extensions  to  existing  sewers  have  been  necessary 
on  the  Thomas  Street  Housing  development. 

Water  Supply. — The  supply  is  obtained  from  Sheffield  and  is  a  soft 
upland  surface  water,  filtered  and  chlorinated  and  of  the  highest  standard 
of  bacterial  purity. 

Housing. — A  total  of  77  houses  were  constructed  for  the  Council 
and  24  by  private  enterprise.  Seven  houses  were  demolished  in  pursuance 
of  Demolition  Orders  and  nineteen  in  Clearance  Areas.  The  Council 
has  a  most  satisfactory  record  for  housing  and  slum  clearance.

There  was  one  maternal  death  in  the  Wath  area  due  to  criminal 
abortion.  The  infant  mortality  rate  is  higher  than  for  some  time  past 
due  to  an  increase  of  infant  deaths  in  Rawmarsh  and  Swinton.  The  live 
birth  rate  is  higher  than  the  National  average  and  the  death  rate  is  lower. 
The  vital  statistics  for  other  causes  of  death  compare  favourably  with  the 
County  and  National  Statistics.

Home  Nurses  are  employed  to  nurse  patients  who  are  ill  or  infirm 
at  home  and  are  requested  by  the  Family  Doctor. 

Equipment  required  for  home  nursing  can  be  supplied  on  loan  free 
of  charge  from  Dunford  House  or  from  the  Central  Stores.  A  great 
amount  of  the  work  is  the  giving  of  injections  of  penicillin,  etc.  ;  this 
has  tended  to  increase  the  number  of  visits  in  the  last  few  years. 

The  difficulty  in  staffing  in  Swinton  was  overcome  by  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Nurses  Davidson  and  Gill  who  are  both  resident  in  the  Nurses 
Home  in  Church  Street,  Swinton.

There  are  nine  Health  Visitors  employed  in  the  Division  on  a  full 
range  of  duties  including  work  as  School  Nurses.  Two  attend  at  Wath 
Wood  Hospital  and  the  Chest  Clinic  at  Mexborough  respectively  to 
provide  a  link  between  the  Hospital  Services  and  the  Local  Health 
Authority.  They  attend  all  Clinics  and  carry  out  home  visiting  and  the 
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specialised  visiting  which  is  called  for  in  cases  of  Tuberculosis.  They 
supervise  the  Home  Help  Scheme  and  in  addition  visit  as  many  aged 
people  in  their  area  as  possible.  They  work  in  close  contact  with  all  the 
agencies  concerned  with  Social  Welfare  and  with  the  other  departments, 
such  as  Children’s  Officer,  Welfare  Officer,  etc.

There  was  one  maternal  death  due  to  criminal  abortion. 

The  staff  consists  of  9  Midwives  and  Relief  Midwife.  60%  of  con¬ 
finements  in  the  division  take  place  at  home,  i.e.,  514  confinements. 

The  midwife  was  responsible  for  the  delivery  of  the  mother  in  477 
cases  without  the  assistance  of  the  family  doctor. 
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Some  mothers  are  still  engaging  a  midwife  or  family  doctor  at  too 
late  a  stage  in  pregnancy.  Ante-natal  care  to  be  of  its  maximum  value 
requires  to  continue  throughout  pregnancy. 

The  relaxation  classes  are  a  source  of  sound  information  for  those 
expecting  their  first  baby  and  are  much  appreciated  by  those  attending.

A  premature  baby  is  one  weighing  5J  lbs.  or  under  at  birth  ;  of  the 
55  babies  in  this  group  48  were  alive  at  the  end  of  28  days.  These  babies 
require  special  care  in  the  early  stages  of  their  life  and  some  of  our  mid¬ 
wives  have  had  specialised  training  in  the  management  of  these  tiny 
babies.  The  necessary  equipment  including  premature  cots  is  supplied 
from  Dunford  House. 


Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother  and  her  Child. 

There  were  29  illigitimate  births  in  the  Division.  24  came  to  our 
notice.  The  mother  kept  her  baby  in  22  cases — the  best  solution  if  at 
all  possible.  In  one  case  the  grandparents  took  the  child  and  in  one  case 
the  child  was  adopted.  These  cases  are  assisted  by  Miss  Spooner,  a 
Welfare  Worker  of  the  Church  of  England,  who  assists  cases  irrespective 
of  religion.  Accommodation  for  the  confinement  can  be  arranged  by  the 
County  Council  Health  Department. 


Welfare  Foods. 

National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Orange  Juice  and  Vitamin  A 
and  D  Tablets  are  supplied  to  Mothers  from  distribution  centres  through¬ 
out  the  Division.  The  orange  juice  distributed  by  milk  retailers  is  a 
refreshing  drink  but  is  no  substitute  for  the  concentrated  orange  juice 
supplied  by  the  Ministry  and  recommended  for  children  on  account  of 
its  vitamin  content.

A  Social  Worker,  Miss  Ball,  is  employed  in  the  care  of  persons 
suffering  from  mental  ill  health  and  who  have  been  discharged  from 
hospital.  This  worker  also  maintains  supervision  of  the  Mental  Defectives 
in  the  area. 

Group  Training  Classes  are  held  for  those  Mental  Defectives  who 
are  capable  of  benefiting  by  simple  training.  The  classes  are  at  present 
held  at  Wath,  Swinton  and  Rawmarsh  in  the  Clinic  premises. 

Plans  have  been  made  for  the  construction  of  an  Occupation  Centre 
at  Wath  and  the  Group  Training  Classes  are  the  best  we  can  do  in  the 
absence  of  a  Centre.  Mrs.  L.  Feasey  is  in  charge  of  the  classes. 


CHILDREN  LIKELY  TO  BE  NEGLECTED  OR  ILL-TREATED 

IN  THEIR  OWN  HOMES. 

The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  is  the  appointed  officer  for  the 
co-ordination  of  this  service.  Reports  on  children  come  from  Health 
Visitors,  School  Welfare  Officers,  Children’s  Officers,  N.S.P.C.C.,  etc. 
In  one  instance  the  N.S.P.C.C.  found  it  necessary  to  prosecute  and  both 
parents  were  committed  to  prison  for  six  months.  The  great  majority 
of  the  children  are  well  cared  for. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

The  immunisation  rate  in  school  children  is  excellent  and  well 
above  the  minimum  safe  level  of  75%.  Unfortunately  more  and  more 
children  are  not  protected  until  they  go  to  school.  If  Diphtheria  became

This  disease  in  its  major  form  kills  one  in  three  of  those  who  develop 
the  complaint.  The  disease  will  tend  to  be  imported  to  the  country  more 
commonly  owing  to  air  travel.  Treatment  is  not  effective  in  preventing 
death  or  disfigurement.  The  disease  is  prevented  only  by  vaccination  in 
infancy  and  re- vaccination  in  adult  life. 

WHOOPING  COUGH  IMMUNISATION. 

The  greatest  mortality  from  this  disease  is  in  the  first  year  of  life. 
Children  should  be  protected  at  3-6  months  of  age. 

POLIOMYELITIS  IMMUNISATION. 

Children  born  in  the  years  1947-54  were  registered  for  this  im¬ 
munisation.  The  response  was  excellent  and  the  scheme  began  with  the 
first  delivery  of  vaccine  in  May.  It  was  suspended  during  the  Summer 
months  and  re-opened  in  the  Autumn. 

SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

There  are  8,700  scholars  on  the  school  registers  in  the  Division.  All 
are  medically  examined  on  entry  to  school,  the  7-8  year  group,  and  on 
entry  and  leaving  Secondary  Schools.  In  cases  where  further  examination 
is  necessary  this  is  arranged  by  appointment.  Family  Doctors  are  con¬ 
sulted  before  any  scholar  is  referred  to  a  Consultant  School  Clinic  and 
are  similarly  notified  of  all  Consultants’  Reports. 

Dr.  C.  C.  Harvey,  Paediatrician  to  the  County  Council,  conducts 
regular  Clinics  at  Barber’s  Avenue  and  the  local  Hospitals,  so  that  con¬ 
tinuous  specialist  supervision  is  possible  when  required. 

Dr.  M.  R.  Menzies,  in  addition  to  her  work  in  the  School  Health 
Service,  is  responsible  for  the  ascertainment  of  the  various  categories  of 
handicapped  pupils  and  an  increasing  amount  of  time  has  to  be  spent 
on  this  every  year.  In  order  to  maintain  the  number  of  examinations  in 
view  of  the  increased  work  it  was  necessary  to  engage  Dr.  K.  Firth,  Dr. 
T.  A.  Appleby  and  Dr.  C.  F.  R.  Mallett  on  a  sessional  basis.

The  tipping  space  at  this  tip  is  almost  complete  and  provision  of 
another  site  for  tipping  has  been  prepared  by  the  removal  of  the  top 
soil  to  level  out  an  area  contained  in  the  Thomas  Street,  Swinton,  housing 
site.  This  will  not  last  very  long,  so  that  the  problem  of  another  tipping 
site  is  of  important  priority. 

Collection. 

The  work  of  collection  of  house  refuse  from  bins  has  been  generally 
satisfactory,  and  at  least,  a  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  through¬ 
out  the  year. 

In  view  of  the  considerable  addition  of  new  houses,  erected  post-war 
without  additional  labour  and  transport  being  provided,  it  was  confirmed 
that  the  agreement  with  the  men  concerned,  to  work  No.  9  Freighter 
with  gang,  an  extra  half  hour  per  day  during  winter  period  and  one  hour 
per  day  during  summer  period.  This  has  proved  to  be  satisfactorily 
workable  with  good  results.

Maggot  Breeding  Premises. 

I  stated  in  my  last  year’s  report  that  arrangements  were  being  made 
to  equip  the  breeding  houses  on  these  premises,  with  a  series  of  ultra¬ 
violet  ray  lamps  to  combat  the  effluvium  which  is  normally  given  off  in 
the  breeding  process.  I  am  now  pleased  to  report  that  the  largest  shed 
with  fourteen  vats  has  now  been  equipped  with  24  lamps  which  have 
operated  over  the  complete  breeding  season,  and  the  least  that  can  be 
said  is  that  the  installation  is  an  unqualified  success  in  that  the  effluvium 
from  this  house  is  now  completely  “killed,”  even  during  the  heaviest 
load  period.  Experiments  are  being  carried  out  as  to  the  most  suitable 
strength  of  ray  required  with  the  number  of  units  required  to  do  the 
job  efficiently  without  the  waste  of  power  and  units. 

The  owners  intend  now  to  install  these  units  throughout  the  whole 
of  the  premises  so  that  no  complaint  of  nuisance  from  this  cause  in  the 
future  can  arise  and  I  do  wish  to  express  thanks  to  the  owners,  Messrs. 
Farley  &  Sons,  for  their  always  eager  and  complete  co-operation  in 
adopting  the  system  and  in  carrying  out  works  suggested  to  them  by  my 
Department  from  time  to  time  for  the  ultimate  obliteration  of  any  cause 
for  complaint  from  effluvium  which  must  of  necessity  arise  from  this  kind 
of  trade.  These  works  are  now  becoming  a  model  of  their  kind.

This  involved  baiting 
in  47  manholes  as  a  result  of  which  only  five  manholes  showed  a 
partial  take.

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Canteens. 

Regular  inspections  are  carried  out  of  the  Canteens  attached  to  the 
various  works  in  the  district,  together  with  those  providing  the  School’s 
Meals  Service.  The  inspections  included  the  cleanliness  of  the  premises 
and  utensils,  handling  in  the  preparation  of  food,  together  with  checking 
over  the  stocks  of  tinned  foods,  etc.  The  owners  of  the  Canteens  generally 
are  co-operative  and  no  difficulty  is  experienced  in  obtaining  any  improve¬ 
ments  that  may  be  necessary. 

The  additional  requirements  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 
1955,  have  been  conveyed  to  all  canteen  ownerships  (as  mentioned  earlier 
in  this  report)  and  no  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  carrying  out  these 
requirements. 

W.R.C.C.  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951 — Section  120. 

This  section  requires  that  premises  and  the  person  or  persons  carrying 
on  the  business  of  a  Hairdresser  or  Barber  on  such  premises  should  be 
registered  with  the  Local  Authority.  Some  premises  still  require  the 
provision  of  running  hot  and  cold  water,  and  the  drainage  to  wash  basins, 
this  difficulty  chiefly  arising  in  the  case  of  those  Ladies’  Hairdressers  who 
operate  from  the  front  room  of  a  dwelling  house,  although  this  difficulty 
has  been  met  in  two  cases  during  the  year. 

Certificates  of  Registration  as  to  fourteen  premises  and  the  persons 
operating  are  in  force. 

Two  additional  premises  were  registered  during  the  year. 

Byelaws  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  cleanliness  of  premises  and 
persons  became  operative  on  the  1st  January,  1953.  A  copy  of  these 
Byelaws  is  supplied  to  each  of  the  Registered  persons  for  their  information 
and  guidance.

The  undertakings  given  by  the  owners  and  accepted  by  the  Council 
last  year  as  to  the  future  use  of  the  property  in  respect  of  ( a ),  ( b ),  (<?), 
(, g ),  {h\  were  mostly  carried  out  during  this  year,  in  that  the  repairs 
(according  to  my  schedules)  to  these  houses  were  put  in  hand  and  were 
nearing  completion  at  the  year  end. 

Additional  water  closets,  to  provide  one  for  each  house,  were  also 
erected  during  the  year. 

As  to  (c)  and  (d)  the  owners  would  not  give  any  undertaking  and 
were  in  fact  agreeable  to  a  Demolition  Order  being  made  in  respect  of 
each  house. 

A  Demolition  Order  in  respect  of  each  house  was  made  and  served 
in  January  of  this  year  under  review. 

As  to  (/),  it  was  agreed  that  in  accordance  with  the  agreement  pre¬ 
viously  reached  that  a  Demolition  Order  in  respect  of  each  house  would 
be  accepted  by  the  owner  within  a  reasonable  time,  i.e.,  when  re-housing 
of  the  tenants  could  take  place.  These  Orders  were  not  made  before  the 
year  end. 

Slum  Clearance. 

I  would  at  this  stage,  like  to  record  the  extensive  work  done  by  the 
Authority  on  the  problem,  which  I  am  pleased  to  observe,  has  now  been 
largely  overcome  in  this  District  as  to  the  Clearance  of  Unfit  Houses. 

The  record  is  shown  by  the  figures  which  follow,  but  these  cannot 
convey  the  enormous  amount  of  work  necessary  on  inspections,  prepara¬ 
tion  of  detail,  etc.,  to  bring,  to  what  has  been,  an  extremely  satisfactory 
alleviation  of  the  problem  that  did  exist  in  this  direction.  I  have  been 
responsible  for  the  preparation  of  all  these  schemes  and  also  for  the  trans¬ 
ference  of  the  tenants,  when  the  orders  have  been  confirmed,  to  the  new 
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houses  which  have  been  provided  for  them,  and  it  is  to  the  credit  of  the 
Council  that  the  provision  of  new  houses  has  been  continuous  to  supply 
the  demands  made  in  this  direction  without  any  extraordinary  delays, 
over  the  period.

Owing  to  the  economic  position,  repairs  to  privately  owned  houses 
are  becoming  more  and  more  difficult  to  carry  out,  and  the  result  is,  that 
sub-standard  conditions  are  becoming  more  pronounced. 

The  scheme  of  Housing  Repairs  on  Council  houses,  Housing  Points 
Scheme,  etc.,  which  was  instituted  as  from  the  1st  August,  1949,  from 
which  date  my  appointment  as  “Public  Health  Inspector  and  Housing 
Manager”  took  effect,  has  worked  extremely  well,  and  has,  I  am  sure, 
achieved  the  objects  which  it  set  out  to  achieve.  The  work  done  in  this 
direction  is  the  subject  of  a  separate  report. 

May  I  take  the  liberty,  in  conclusion,  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and 
Gentlemen,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  will  most  likely  be  the  last  Report 
I  shall  produce  in  the  office  I  now  hold  (in  view  of  my  anticipated  retire¬ 
ment  from  this  office)  to  express  to  the  Council  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
assistance  and  courtesies  extended  to  me  at  all  times  in  the  carrying  out 
of  my  duties,  and  to  the  pleasant  association  I  have  had  with  so  many 
differently  constituted  Councils  and  officials  since  I  commenced  my 
duties  with  the  Council  47  years  ago,  thirty  six  years  of  these  being  as 
your  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  last  eight  years  of  these  as  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  Housing  Manager. 

May  I  also  state  that  I  have  always  endeavoured  to  carry  out  my 
duties  over  this  long  period  in  a  conscientious  and  earnest  manner  and 
it  is  with  some  regret  (in  view  of  my  happy  associations)  that  the  time  is 
approaching  for  me  to  relinquish  office.  It  may  be  interesting  also  to 
note,  that  to  date,  I  am  only  the  second  full  time  Public  Health  Inspector 
the  Authority  has  had  since  the  office  was  established  as  a  separate  Depart¬ 
ment  from  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  in  1910. 

May  I  also  record  my  thanks  to  Mr.  H.  Goodwin,  your  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  for  our  happy  association  and  the  co-operation  that  existed 
between  our  Departments  over  the  last  twenty  years  and  in  no  lesser 
degree  to  Mr.  A.  Maclean,  your  Clerk  for  a  much  shorter  period. 

To  Dr.  Cusiter,  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I  offer  my  sincere 
thanks  for  his  great  help  and  valued  advice  given  to  me  all  the  time  we 
have  been  associated  in  our  work. 

I  trust  that  the  township  of  Swinton  will  still  prosper  and  that  the 
good  work  which  has  been  done  so  far  will  be  continued  and  its  con¬ 
tinuation  will  be  the  first  thought  in  the  minds  of  her  administrators.
